HOUSEHOLD HOMICIDE 

The week of March 17fh will mark the seventh annual 
observance of POISON PREVENTION WEEK. Here are 
some questions and answers on it. 

Would you allow your child to play with a loaded gun? 
Of course not, because you know that a gun is a dangerous 
weapon. Yet, if you've left the usual assortment of house¬ 
hold cleaning items under your kitchen sink and your child 
were to swallow one or more of them your child could die 
by poisoning.

Overdose of Tolerance 


Recent Federal Communications Commission reasoning 
in applying its "fairness doctrine” to broadcasting seems 
to many to be accomplishing just the opposite. 

The FCC’s allocation of equal time for anti-smoking 
forces to counter cigaret advertising has stirred up sub¬ 
stantial controversy, for example, and leaves one wonder¬ 
ing if the automobile which annually kills far more Amer¬ 
icans than tobacco might not be required to accept a broad¬ 
cast counter promotion from the horse breeders. 

Latest gambit of the commission is a ruling which 
required a New York radio station, which had editorially 
blasted the W.E.B. DuBois clubs as communist controlled, 
to give the organization free time for rebuttal. 

Commissioner Robert E. Lee dissented and pointed out 
that the DuBois clubs have been cited by the U.S. attorney 
general as communist organizations. 

“I just draw the line here,” he stated. “You’ve got to 
close the door somplace and this is it.” 

"To provide them air time at this time seems to me to 
be an overdose of tolerance,” Lee declared, and most radio 
listeners no doubt will agree with him.

Dear Mister President: 

I urge you, as President 
of the United States, to re- ^ 
inounce Arthur Sylvester’s ^ 
statement that government ^ 
has the inherent right to lie , 
to the people. I urge you to j 
renounce this, not only In 
principle, but also In deed. 
Such thinking as his has 
helped to create what is now 
commonly called the "credi¬ 
bility gap,’’ which, after re¬ 
cent announcements regard¬ 
ing the Gulf of Tonkin inci- i 
dent, has become the credi¬ 
bility gorge. 

The time has come for 
honesty at all levels of hu¬ 
man endeavor. 'The time Is 
near when Americans will 
give up all hope of learning 
the truth regarding our gov¬ 
ernment’s involvement — 
whether they be in foreign 
or internal affairs. With loss 
of faith in our leaders, it 
is only a short journey to 
loss of faith in the American 
form of government — the 
Constitutional Republic our 
Forefathers gave ,us. 

It is with a sincere desire 
to see the Constitutional 
form of government perpet¬ 
uated that I urge you to do 
all possible to return the 
government of this great 
land to one of honesty, and 
one whioh will not accept a 
credibility gap as a way of 
life. 

Following are a few Ques¬ 
tions, which I respectfully 
request be answered hon¬ 
estly: 

1. What happened at the 

2. Gulf of Tonkin in 1964? 

2. Why was it announced to 
the American people last 
fall by our government 
that the United States 
was developing a new- de 
fense system — not to 
protect us from the Rus¬ 
sians but from the Chi¬ 
nese Communists? Then, 
j.ust recently, our govern¬ 
ment announced that our 
downed bomber in Green¬ 
land was carrying atomic 
bombs to protect our coun¬ 
try from a Russian nu¬ 
clear attack — .not a Chi¬ 
nese attack.
